The Outrages included in this Return were all, as the Heading implies, specially reported in detail to this Office, 
at or about the time of their occurrence. Besides these Reports, the Constabulary Officers transmit a Monthly classified 
Return of Minor Offences brought before the Magistrates in Petty Sessions, of which no special Report had been made. 
It is found, notwithstanding the utmost efforts to ensure a Report of every Outrage, that a few of the more serious 
Offences, not specially reported, appear for the first time in the Monthly Returns referred to. In order that such cases 
may not be lost sight of, it has been the practice, during the past year, to restate them at the foot of the Monthly 
Returns of Outrages specially reported ; although they cannot be included in the totals of those Returns, both because 
they were not specially reported, and because their amalgamation with the others would vitiate comparisons with former 
years. A reference to the Monthly Returns of serious Outrages will show what is meant ; by which also it will be seen 
that the number of the Cases referred to has gradually diminished, which implies a greater attention on the part of the 
Constabulary, to the duty of immediately reporting all Outrages.

With regard to the above Return, it will be observed, ’that although the number of Homicides continues to diminish, 
the general amount of Crime during the past year is larger than in 1840. The excitement occasioned by the late 
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General Election has been the evident cause of this. 


For, as will be 


seen by reference to the following 'statement, the 


increase is confined to the' six Months subsequent to the period of the Election, the difference between the Number of 
Outrages in those Months respectively, and those of the corresponding Months of the previous Year becoming less, as 


the period of the Election becomes more remote.
